Shown by newspaper men an edi- 
torial in a New York newspaper, dis- 
cussing allied debts and reparations, 
Licyd George declared that the 
debts owed by foreign nations to 
the United States constituted a bond 
signed by the allies.

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BOND COMMITTEE 
SEEKS AGREEMENT 
WITH ALDERMEN 


Citizens’ Supervisory Body 
Wants Better Understand- 
ing in Regard to Introduc- 
tion of Legislation | 


CONFERENCE TO 
| THIS END SOUGHT 


Would Eliminate Practice of 
Sending Bills Direct to 
Board Without Reference 
to Comm ittee. 


The Citizens’ Supervisory Commit- 
tee on bond issue expenditures, 
which has been functioning since last 
February, yesterday determined to 
seek a working agreement with the 
Boaré of Aldermen, to ineure a bet- 
ter understanding on bond issue ieg- 
is'ation and guard against introduc- 
tion of bills which had not first been 
approved by the Supervisory Com- 
rmuttee. 

Supervision of expenditures from 
the $87,372,500 bond issue, voted last 
February for public improvements, is 
the job of the committee. The Kicl 
administration has pledged that no 
project will be put through without 
approval of the com mitteo. 

Effect of the desired understand- 
ing would be to eliminate the send- 
ing of bills direct to the board with- 
out reference to the Supervisory 
Committee. One recent {instance of 
this still is in controversy. A bill 
directing condemnation of land for 
the proposed northeast railroad ap- 
proach to the Free Bridge was 
passed without reference to the com- 
mittee. The Mayor vetoed it at the 
request of the Supervisory Commit- 
tee, and the Aldermen repassed it, 
over the veto. A repeal bill ‘is 
pending. 


Conference Planned. 


The committee authorized appoint- 
ment of a subcommittee of five mem- 
bers to confer with a like commlit- 
tee to be appointed from the Board 
of Aldermen, to gain “a thorough 
understanding and a working agree- 
ment.” 


It developed at the committes 
meeting at the city hall yesterday | 
that no formal notice of the com- | 
mittee’s action on various projects | 
before it has been transmitted to the | 
Board of Aldermen. The only check 
on the bills with regard to this ap- 
proval was being made in the Comp- 
troller’s office when the bills came 
to the Board of Estimate for ap- 
proval after reported out of the va- 
rious committees of the Board of Al- 
dermen. 

The proposal to seek a better un- 
derstanding with the Aldermen was 
made by O. J. McCawley, a member 
of the committee, when two bills au- 
thorizing appropriation of $65,000 
f the Fire Department bond issue 
laid /before the 
committee. They had been intro- 
duced without reference to the com- 
mittee and were on their way to- 
ward passage when the Comptroller's 
office discovered they had not been 
approved by the committee. 

What Bills Provided. 

One bill provided $30,000 for mo- 
tor equipment, including nine cars 
for district fire chiefs, and the other 
$35,000 for a new engine house at 
Leonard and Easton avenues. 
Charlies Regli, secretary of the Fire 
Department, explained the bills had 
not been sent to the committee 
through a misunderstanding that the 
committee's tentative approval of a 
$8,000,000 program for the year, in- 
cluding the $66,000 for Fire Depart- 
ment purposes, constituted a final 
approval of all the projects included. 
The bills were referred to a subcom- 
mittee. 

Members of the Supervisory Com- 
mittee said the Board of Aidermen 
had no means of knowing when the 
committee approved a project. W 
L. Sturdevant remarxed, “some- 
times we don’t clearly understand 
our duties ourselves.” . 

Alvin Carpenter, manager of the 
Bemis Bag Co., was elected second 
vice chairman of the committee, suc- 
ceeding Joseph Hauser, who retired 
from the committe when he resigned 
as president of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union. 

Water Commissioner Wall placed 
before the committee a bill to ap- 
propriate $1,250,000 for construction 
of the intake towers and engine pits 
for the water works to be bullt on 
the Missouri!

Giving statistics as to the increased 
number of high school and college 
stutients, President Brooks said that 
presidents of endowed institutions 
had found it necessary to deyise 
ways to keep students out of those 
institutions in order that they might 
be able to give proper instruction to 
those who were admitted. This has 
been done, he said, by raising en- 
trance examination requirements and 
increasing tuition. :

Current Now Lost and Effect 
Power. Saving.

lize the “idle” power lost*in métors 


now In use, was announced today by 
the Wagner Electric Corporation 
through its president, W. A. Lay- 
man. The company’s statemient de- 
clares that the amount of this “idle” 
power in present-day motor practice 
ranges from 35 to 50 per cent. It is 
premaring to manufacture its new 
motor in units varying from 6 to 
several hundred horsepower. 

The design of the new motor is at- 
tributed to Val. A. FPynn and Hans 
Weichsel, employes of the company. 
In part, the company’s statement on, 
the new motor follows: 

An Fiectrical Phenomenon. 

“In e language of the technical 
enginéer, the Fynn-Weichsel motor 
accomplishes the ‘correction of pow- 
er factor.’ When electrical central 
stations were first built their prime 
purpose was to furnish electric 
ights. For this purpose, al! the ca- 
pacity of the electrical machinery 
was effectively utilized. There rap- 
idly developed, however, beginning 
demand for 
electric motors for power purposes, 
and as the general distributing sys- 
tems expanded the necessity for al- 
ternating current motors arose. 

“A curious phenomenon connected 

@th the ordinary alternating cur- 
‘rent motors heretofore built is that 
they draw from the dynamo a much 
larger volume of electrical current 
than is converted by them into me- 
‘chanical power Engineers have 
called that part of the electric cur- 
rent into mechanical 
pow@ the ‘working current’ and the 
balance the ‘idle current.’ The en- 
tire electrical eveter must generate 
and dranernit poth this working cur- 
rent and this idle current. 

“The problem has been to harness 
this idle current and make it do use- 
ful work. The Fynn-Weichse] mo- 
tor ,now produced by the Wagner 
Electric Corporation, accomplishes 
this result.” i 

“So great has been the importance 
to large central station distributing 
companies of minimizing ‘idle plant 
investment,’ caused by idle power, 
, that many large plants are making 
lower rates to customers operating 
with a minimum amount of idle cur- 
rent, which will result in lower bills 
to electric power urers.
